GOVERNMENT MUSEUM 


Situated in the heart of the old city and close to 
the railway station the museum is housed in 
the beautiful fort and palace built by the Mughal 
Emperor Akbar in 1570. It was here that the 
British envoy Sir Thomas Roe met Emperor 
Jahangir in 1616. What is today commonly 
known as Magazine is the palace quarters 
where the emperors lived. After British 
occupation in 1818 and during the first war of 
Independence in 1857 it was used as the 
Rajputana Arsenal by the British which gave 
the name magazine. 


The Museum was started in 1908 by the 
Government of India with the object of 
collecting and preserving many unique objects 


| 
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of antiquarian interest which were lying 
uncared for and scattered all over Rajasthan. 
The Rajputana Museum as it is significantly 
named, has in its galleries important exhibits 
from almost all the princely States. There is a 
library attached to this museum which contains 
rare books and important historical 
publications. The museum’s main sections are 
devoted to Sculptures, Epigraphs, Protohistoric 
antiquities, Paintings, Arms and Weapons 
Besides, there are objects from Adhai-din-ka- 
Jhonpara and other exhibits lying in various 
godowns forming a large reserve collection. 


(i) Sculptures constitute the most interesting 
section in this Museum. The collection is 
enormously rich and varies from periods 
ranging from the Gupta to the late 
Medieval period. Mention should be 
made here of the interesting Chaturmukh

Shivlinga, Marriage of Lord Shiva from 
Kaman, Lingodbhava Mahesvara from 
Harashnath and other fine Shiva-Parvati 
panels from Katara (Bharatpur) and 
Kusma (Sirohi). There are a number of 
Surya, Vishnu (including a Trimurti) Hari- 
Hara, Lakshmi-Narayana, Revanta, 
Kubera and mother & child images in 
the collection. Of the female divinities 
the Saptamatrikas, Mahishasur-Mardini, 
Kali, Jain Saraswati and early 
independent icons of various mother 
goddesses deserve special mention. An 
excellent collection of sculptures from 
the Chauhan centre of Baghera (10th 12th 
century A.D.) in Ajmer district, are also 
preserved here. A fine collection of 
Tirthankara images and rare images of 
Gomukha Yaksha and Saraswati are also 
on display in the Jain gallery of this 
Museum. Compared with this there are 
only a few Buddhist objects in the 
Museum. The artistic genius and 
wonderful craftsmanship of ancient 
Rajasthan, are reflected in the vast 
collection of this Museum. 


The Epigraphical exhibits which number 

about one hundred, are unsurpassed in 

many respects. Of special interest among 

them are :

This also contains coins of 
the Rajput rulers and also of the Mughal 
and Pathan rulers.

ALWAR 


GOVERNMENT MUSEUM 


Housed in the old City Palace, it has a unique 
collection of arms, bidri work, lacquered and 
ivory work, musical instruments, stuffed 
animals, beautiful brass and pottery works from 
Jaipur, Multan, Bengal and Ceylon, miniature 
paintings and Persian and Sanskrit manuscripts. 


The museum is divided into three major 
sections, each housed in a big hall. The first 
section contains various archaeological finds 
chiefly sculptures and inscriptions from the

region. Items presented by the ruler of the 
former Alwar state include mounted skins of 
wild animals like tiger, leopard and lion shot 
by them during their local and foreign 
excursions. 


The second section is the most important one 
as il contains various manuscripts in Persian 
including Gulistan of S'adi as well as 
marvellous paintings of Mughal and Rajput 
Schools. The paintings have been further 
divided into various sub-styles. 


The third section of the museum contains the 
armoury of State rulers. Various kinds of shields, 
swords, pistols, rifles, daggers and other items 
are on display.

AMER (JAIPUR) 


ARCHAEOLOGICAL MUSEUM 


Located in the Dil-e-Aaram Gardens, of Amer, 
the ancient capital of Jaipur, and established in 
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1949. Prior to this, the excavated material from 
Rairh, Bairat, Sambhar, Nagar etc. and the 
sculptures and epigraphs collected from various 
sites in the erstwhile Jaipur State were housed 
at Vidyadhar Gardens in Purana Ghat. In July 
1949 the entire collection was transferred to 
Dil-e-Aaram Garden, a part of the old palace 
at Amer. An Art Gallery was inaugurated in 
1992 in this complex. 

The museum is divided into three sections : 


(i) Archaeological section, which contains 
material recovered from excavations at 
Rairh, Bairat, Sambhar, Nagar, Pamvar, 
Bansi and Virat Nagar. 

(ii) Sculpture section. 

(іі) Epigraphy section. 


There are two Yupa Pillars (sacrificial posts) with 
inscriptions from Barnala; Pratihar sculptures 
from Abhaneri (8th century A.D.) and Terracotta 
from Rairh, Bairat, Sambhar and Nagar 
belonging to an early historical period. The 
material is arranged in chronological sequence,

Virat Nagar was the capital of the legendary 


Weapon Collection, Govt. Museum, Bharatpur 
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Matsayadesh. Frequent references of 
Matsayadesh have been made in the Indian 
epic - the Mahabharat. In the epic period, the 
area around the district of Jaipur, Alwar and 
Bharatpur came to be known as Matsayadesh 
with Virat Nagar as its capital. 


The museum, although not very large has the 
richest collection. The excavated material like 
potteries, pikkins old coins, seals, metallic 
pieces, weapons and statues have been 
exhibited here.

GOVERNMENT MUSEUM 


Located in the centre of the famous Lohagarh 
Fort, the Bharatpur Museum houses a rich 
collection of archaeological wealth of the 
nearby areas as well as from the old Bharatpur 
State. The huge palatial building Kachahari 
Kalan, once the administrative block of the 
rulers of Bharatpur state, was converted into a 
Museum in 1944 AD. Later on, the Kamra Khas 
(personal chamber) building on the first floor 
was added to the museum. 


It exhibits sculptures found during the 
excavation of old villages e.g. Noh, Mallah, 
Bareh, Bayana etc. ranging from the Kushan 
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period (1st century A.D.) to 19th 
century A.D. Weapons used in battles 
in the medieval period by the Jat rulers, 
paintings, manuscripts, zoological 
specimens, local art and craft and 
carvings оп sandal wood and ivory etc. 
offer a glimpse into the glory that was 
once Bharatpur. 


The Art Gallery of the museum has 
specimens of miniature paintings on 
leaves of the peepal tree, mica and old 
lithopapers alongwith the paintings of 
the Maharajas of Bharatpur.

Historical Mughal Farmans 


The history of Bikaner contains a colourful 
record of war adventures. More than half a 
dozen rulers lost their lives while participating 
in the Imperial campaigns of the Mughals. 
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Ganga Golden Jubilee Museum, Bikaner 
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Various Farmans bearing original Imperial seals, 
issued by the Emperors - Jahangir, Shah Jahan, 
Aurangzeb and Shah Alam, are preserved in 
this museum. 


Paintings 
An exquisite collection of Rajasthani miniatures 
of almost all the sub-schools of Rajasthan such 


as Bikaner, Bundi, Mewar; Jaipur, Jodhpur etc. 
are on view here. 


Terracotta 


The museum has one of the finest collections 
of early terracotta art, in the country. These 
belong to the early Gupta period and were 
discovered in 1917 by Dr. L.P. Tessitori from 
the ancient Theris of Rang Mahal, Badopal, Pir 
Sultan-Ki-Theri located between Suratgarh and 
Hanumangarh of the old Bikaner state. The 
existence of these Theris can be traced back to 
the Indus civilisation. Some of these sites 
including Kalibangan are considered the oldest 
in India. It was in this area that the sacred river 
Saraswati is believed to have existed.

SHRI SARDUL MUSEUM AND ANUP 
LIBRARY, LALLGARH PALACE 


Forts of the early 20th century Lallgarh Palace 
have been converted as a Museum containing 
a large number of items used and collected by 
Maharaja Ganga Singh and his successors. Old 
photographs, trophies, shikar objects early 
cameras and movie projectors and weapons 
used by Maharaja Karni Singh the great 
sportsman are on view here. 
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The Anup Library contains an extremely rare 
and valuable collection of Sanskrit manuscripts 
brought back from the Deccan by Raja Anup 
Singh in the 17th century. 


CHITTAURGARH 


FATEH PRAKASH PALACE 
MUSEUM 


Inside the historical Chittaurgarh Fort, one big 
portion of Fateh Prakash Palace was converted 
into a museum in the year 1968. 


It has a great collection of sculptures. Among 
the important ones are Ganpati (8th-9th 
century) from Pangarh : Indra and Jain Ambica 
statues from Rashmi village of post medieval 
period. 


The section devoted to weapons, daggers, 
armoury consists of old shields, helmets, axes, 
farsa, knives and soldiers' uniforms. The clay 
models of local tribes with their traditional 
outfits have also been displayed in a room. The

Anewly constructed museum named "Rajmata 
Devendra Kunwar State Museum and Cultural 
Centre, Dungarpur" was opened to the public 
in 1988. 


The sculpture gallery of the museum throws 
light on the history of Vagad Pradesh that was 
spread over the present areas of Dungarpur, 
Banswara and tehsil Kherwara of Udaipur 
district.

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The prominent sculptural specimens are 
Mahisasur- Mardini (16th-17 century A.D.); 
Vinadhar Shiva in black stone (6th-7th century 
A.D.); Kumari, a female figure (6th-7th century 
A.D.) discovered from Aamjhara, а beautiful 
image of Gajlaxmi (1 7th - 18th century A.D.) 
and Navrgraha in a single stone piece (11th- 
12th century A.D.). 


The museum also has a panel of portraits of the 
erstwhile Maharajas of Dungarpur State and 
photographs of palaces, temples and 
monuments from the many phases of the land’s 
history.

JAIPUR 


GOVERNMENT CENTRAL 
MUSEUM (ALBERT HALL) 


Located in the centre of the sprawling Ram 
Niwas Bagh, this is the oldest Museum in the 
State. The building was designed by Colonel 
Sir Swinton Jacob. It was built in 1876 when 
King Edward VII visited India as the Prince of 
Wales. It was opened to public in 1886. 


The various sections represented in the museum 
are: 


(i) Art and Industry (Metal, Wood and Pottery); 
(ii) Armoury; (iii) Textiles ; (iv) Carpets ; (v) 
Paintings; (vi) Geology; (vii) Zoology; (viii) 
Botany and (ix) Toys & Dolls. There is a Persian 
garden carpet of a fabulous cost obtained by 
Mirza Raja Jai Singh | from Shah Abbas of 
Persia. It contains various sketches of a Persian 
garden with running water streams. 


There is also an Egyptian mummy belonging to 
the Ptolemaic Epoch. There are miniature 
paintings of various sub-schools of Rajasthan. 
A glimpse of the land and the people of 
Rajasthan is presented through well planned 
dioramas. 


From 1959 onwards the various galleries along 
the ground floor of the museum were 
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completely reorganised and renovated. People 
of Rajasthan, (both males and females) from the 
higher strata of society, such as Rajputs and 
Seths as well as the common tribal people like 
Meenas, Bhopas, Bhils, Gadoliya Lohars etc. 
find depiction here in their typical dresses and 
omaments. 


Typical designs and motifs in Mehndi Mandana, 
so characteristic of Rajasthani ladies, are also 
highlighted in the gallery. In the antechamber 
of the wing is exhibited puppetry from 
Rajasthan and the painted scroll delineating the 
scenes from Pabuji Rathore’s life, a great folk- 
hero from Marwar. 


The central gallery is devoted to Rajasthani 
music and dance. Original musical instruments, 
both classical and folk, are displayed in their 
functional positions. Specimens include typical 
folk instruments like Masak, Kamayacha, Dadh, 
Madal, Khanjari, Sitari, Bankia, Pungi, Algoja, 
Iktara etc. 


The dances illustrated in the gallery include 
classical ones like Kathak, for which Jaipur 
Gharana is famous, as well as popular folk 
dances such as Dandia, Ghoomar, Holi etc. 
Festivals (like Holi, Gangaur etc.) and 
ceremonies (like marriage) are also dioramized 
ina lively manner. The museum functions as 
the State Museum of Rajasthan.

The 
eighteen sections of this three storeyed private 
museum include old manuscripts and archives, 
thematic folk art of India, Indian textile designs, 
Tantrik paintings and yantras, glass and pottery 
items, minerals, gems and fossils etc. making it 
one of the finest museums of Rajasthan.

Just behind the beautiful Hawa Mahal (Palace 
of Winds) in the adjoining Partap Mandir, a 
museum was set up in the year 1983. Preserved 
here is the sculptural heritage collected from 
Ganeshwar, Virat Nagar, Raid, Sambhar and

Nagar. Exhibits include items of terracotta, 
antiquities, fish hooks, arrow heads, swords, 
helmets and belongings of the Maharajas of 
Jaipur. А big storage vessel of 2nd century A.D.

MAHARAJA SAWAI 
MAN SINGH (ПІ) MUSEUM 


Located within the City Palace complex and 
nestled amidst old buildings, temples and the 
palace quarters, this museum was founded in 
1959 by Maharaja Sawai Man Singh Il. The 
exhibits consist of the ancestral collections built 
up by the successive rulers of Amer and Jaipur, 
and is presently run by a public charitable trust. 
‚А small selection of paintings, manuscripts, 
weapons and armours was displayed in the 
Pothikhana (library) and the Silehkhana or 
armoury (both of these in their present form, 
were established in 1952) of the palace.

However, the collection remained exclusive 
and was shown only to selective visitors and 
dignitaries with the special permission of the 
Maharaja. In 1959, this private museum 
consisting of the Pothikhana and the Silehkhana 
was thrown open to public and a new Textile 
and Costume gallery was added to it. 


The Art Gallery is housed in the Diwan-i-Aam 
constructed for holding important State 
functions. A variety of objects-miniature 
paintings, illustrated manuscripts, decorated 
bookcovers, palm-leaf and Sanchipat 
manuscripts, old printed books, gigantic 
Mughal carpets, gold and silver Takhi-e-Rawan 
(movable throne), covered Ambabadis and 
open Howdahs, palanquins and carriages with 
richly embroidered velvet coverings are 
displayed in this gallery. The museum has a 
splendid collection of miniature paintings 
including two unique and priceless manuscripts 
of the Persian translation of the two Hindu epics, 
the Ramayana and the Mahabharata. The latter 
work, specially made for the use of Emperor 
Akbar, known as the Razmnama, contains 
illustrations made by the greatest Mughal 
painters and is reported to have cost seventy 
two thousand gold mohurs in 1584-85 A.D. 
Besides the finest miniatures of Amer-Jaipur 
school, evident in the illustrations of the 
Ragamala, Bhagavata Purana, Devi Mahatmya 
etc., good examples of early and later Mughal 
schools, Deccanese schools and fair specimens 
from Bikaner, Malwa, Bundi, Kota, Jodhpur, 
Kishangarh etc., are also represented. A fine 
collection of astronomical books in Arabic, 


persian, Latin and Sanskrit acquired by Sawai 
Jai Singh for study of the planets and their 
movements, an old copy of the Ain-i-Akbari 
and its Hindi translation made in 1797 A.D. 
and a rare manuscript on 146 forms of Saligram, 
Surdas’ Padavali (contemporary copy) and the 
earliest сору of Bihari’s Satsai are also on 
display. This manuscript collection consists of 
nearly 16,000 volumes. 


There are rare bird and animal studies by Ustad 
Mansur, court scenes, battle scenes, portraits 
and mythological paintings by famous Mughal 
painters. Important examples of the Jaipur 
school consisting of life size portrait-studies of 
the Maharajas by Sahib Ram and the leading 
painters of the courts of Maharaja Ishwari Singh, 
Madho Singh 1, Pratap Singh and Jagat Singh 
have been displayed in the gallery. The large 
carpets displayed against the eastern and 
western walls of the art gallery were 
manufactured in the Mughal carpet factories 
at Agra and Lahore during the reign of Emperor 
Shah Jahan. These are said to have been 
collected by Mirza Raja Jai Singh to decorate 
some of his newly built palaces at Amer. 


Attention should be drawn here to the large 
Kishangarh masterpieces of Raja Sawant Singh 
and Bani Thani personified as Krishna and 
Radha and to a set of large cloth paintings from 
Hyderabad and Jaipur. Other objects on display 
in this section include book covers, paper 
cuttings, postage stamps and coins of the old 
Jaipur State, old photographs and negatives, old 
furniture, glassware and other decorative 
objects of art. 


The Silehkhana or the Armoury of the museum 
is housed in a beautifully decorated suite of 
rooms. It has one of the largest and finest 
collections of edged weapons and antique 
handguns in the country. The edged weapons 
include Swords, curved Persian Unnas, slightly 
curved Mughal Shamshers, Talwars, double- 
edged Khandas, pointed Guptis and Asas, 
dagger-broad Jamdhars, curved Jamkhas, long, 
and narrow katars, hiltless Jnanbwas and 
Chhuris, Lances, Axes, Knives and Arrows of 
various shapes and sizes. 


Some of the swords are of great historical 
importance; there are two Talwars (swords) and 
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a few with the names of Persian Emperors and 
Mughal Generals engraved on them, and many 
personal weapons of Maharaja Ram Singh, 
Madho Singh Il etc. 


Besides these, there is a fine collection of 
beautiful gunpowder flasks (Kuppis) made of 
hom, ivory, leather and sea-shell, inlaid with 
delicately carved ivory of mother of pearl and 
decorated with embroidered motifs. Shields 
made of tough crocodile, rhinoceros, antler and 
buffalo hide, embossed, lacquered or painted 
and set with boxes of chiselled steel gilt or 
studded with precious stones. Fire-arms of all 
descriptions, imported from Europe or made in 
Jaipur, or other parts of India, are of cosiderable 
interest. 


The Textile and Costume section has a fine 
collection of the fine loom-woven and 
embroidered Kashmir shawls, Kimkhabs 
(brocades) from Surat, Banaras and 
Aurangabad, the large variety of hand block 


Silver Vessel, City Palace 
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prints from Sanganer and other localities, the 
Bandhej (tie and dye) pieces from Jaipur, 
Muslins from Dhaka, old embroidered rugs and 
tent-hangings, delicately embroidered and 
applique rosary-bags, Caps, Rath (a type of 
carriage) covers, Thal-Poshes (dish covers) 
royal paraphernalia, exquisitely embroidered 
costumes wom by the different Maharajas and 
their consorts, typical Rajasthani costumes used 
over the ages and delicate Zari (gold thread) 
and Gota (gold or silver frill) works, for which 
Jaipur has always been very famous. 


The most noteworthy exhibit is perhaps the 
unusually large brocaded Jama (a robe) and 
pyjama of Maharaja Madho Singh 1. The 
Maharaja was no doubt of gigantic physical 
proportions. There is an equally large white 
muslin pleated Jama and a huge silk covered 
Atamsukh worn by him, which is on display in 


the museum. 


Avery rare gold brocaded velvet throne carpet 
bearing seal marks and notes dating back to 
1605 A.D., two richly embroidered window 
curtains belonging to the mid-seventeenth 
century and a finely woven gold and silk 
circular Thal-Posh (dish cover) also belonging 
to the seventeenth century are worthy of 
mention. 

It is obvious that such a large collection of 
antiquities cannot be put on regular public 
display but attempts are being made to exhibit 
more items of historical and topical interest and 
artistic merit like old Baggis, Rathas and 
Palanquins; old utensils, ritual objects, old 
furniture and tents etc. in order to give the 
visitors a good idea of the rich cultural heritage 
of Jaipur.

Recently the ruling family of Jodhpur has 
converted a part of the gigantic Umaid Bhawan 
Palace as a palace museum. The items on 
display include rare collection of clocks and 


Painting, Govt. Museum, Mandor 
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heroes, palaces and an old fort, is of immense 
historical importance. the Janana Mahal, 
which was built for the use of royal ladies by 
Maharaja Ajit Singh (1671-1724 AD) in Mandor 
Garden, has been developed as a museum. 


The Natural History section has an African 
Bison and a crocodile of 11 feet. The long Art 
Gallery exhibits large paintings of Maharajas 
of Jodhpur and events in their lives. There is a 
complete section of miniature paintings on 
Raga-Raganis. 


The museum also has sculptures of gods and 
goddesses, mentionable among them being the 
statue of the Dancer (12th century A.D.) and 
carving of Krishanleela on one big stone found 
from Kiradu. 


The carving in Devals, Dalan, Chattris and £k 
Thamba tower make the Mandor museum an 
example of excellent architecture.

Sculpture : The museum possesses several 
hundred sculptures from different cultural 
centres of the region. Generally, the sculptures 
belong to the period from the 8th to the 12th 
century A.D. though early specimens of the 
Gupta period (4th to 5th century A.D.) can also 
be seen. Sculptures worth mentioning are 
Shesh Sayi Vishnu from Badoli (Chittaurgarh), 
Jain image of Vardhaman from Baran and a 
dancing pair from Ramgarh. 


Inscription : A few inscriptions are displayed 
in the museum. Yupa pillars from Badwa are 
very important specimens of 3rd century A.D. 
showing the popularity of Vedic rites. 


Coins: Coins discovered from various sites of 
Kota region are preserved and displayed in the 
numismatic section. Most of the coins belong 
to the Mughal period and a few of them to the 
Rajput period. 


Painting Section 


Several miniature paintings of Bundi, Kota, 
Nathdwara and Jaipur schools are preserved 
in the museum. Paintings of Shrimad 
Bhagawata of the early 17th century are most 
attractive from the point of view of 
workmanship. 


Manuscript Section 


This section contains a number of manuscripts 
in Sanskrit. They include Vedic, Astronomical 
and Astrological works. Some Hindi 
manuscripts are also preserved. The Gita and 
the Bhagawata written in the minutest letters 
on paper scroll are worth mentioning from the 
calligraphic point of view.

- Mount Abu has been a centre of cultural 
activity since the pre-historic period. It was the 
capital of the Parmars in 13th century AD and 
later on came under the Chauhans.

The museum was set up in 1962 within the 
premises of Raj Bhawan to preserve the 
archeological wealth of the region. 


The first section has been adorned by a diorama 
of local tribal hut with their usual living style 
by adding a gallery of weapons, musical 
instruments, ladies ornaments like barly, 
damani, karna, guthma toda, gaga wala 
thoomar, kanksi berla, various type of earrings 
and garments etc. belonging to hill dwellers. 


The second section has a series of miniature 
paintings based on raga-ragnis, Jain images 
from Sirohi, medium sized shields, a small 
canon called ‘Topdi’ and some pieces of 
carvings on local wood. 


The notable collection of this museum, is the 
finely carved out statues of Devdasi or Nartakis 
(Dancer) ranging from 6th century A.D. to 12th 
century A.D. procured from an ancient 
township called Chandravati, 7 kms away from 
Abu. There is an image of the Chakrabahu Shiva 
having a trishul in one hand and a khadag in 
the other and sitting on Nandi, the bull. On each 
side of Shiva are dancing girls: 


In the Abu collection consisting of 404 
sculptures, the most distinctive exhibit is the 
Vish Kanya (snake goddess) which is 3 feet high. 
Itis shown breast-feeding a snake. The figures 
are well executed and the attitudes are 
impressive and natural. It also has the Surya 
(8th century A.D.) found in Achalgarh, the Shiva 
(10th century A.D.) brought from Dilwara 
temple. The Chanvar Vahini and Laxmi (12th 
century A.D.) also from Chandravati and the 
Chanmunda (8th century A.D.). 


The Sculpture Gallery has some memorial 
inscriptions collected from nearby areas e.g. 
Chapa’s inscription, (local heroine of 
Achalgarh).

The museum at Ahar has a varied collection of 
findings from excavations at the mound of 
Dhulkot. It is believed to be the site of a 4,000 
year old township. The major exhibits of the 
museum are the skin scrubber (1st century B.C.) 
seals (1st century B.C.) grain pot (1st century 
B.C.) animal figures stone weights and balls. 
Some beautiful Hindu and Jain icons are 
displayed in one gallery, the most prominent 
being the metallic image of the Jain Tirthankara 
(saint). Among the collection of sculptures, there 
isa statue of Vishnu-Nag-Nathan belonging to 
the medieval period in which snakes are 
entwined all around the deity.

The huge City Patace, towering over the 
Pichola lake, is the largest palace complex in 
Rajasthan.

started by Maharana Udai Singh, the city’s 
founder. The main part of the palace is now 
preserved as a museum with a large and varied 
collection. It was established in 1890 and is 
one of the earliest museums of the state. 


The museum includes the Mor Chowk with its 
beautiful peacocks in mosaics, the favourite 
Rajasthani bird. The Manak (Ruby) Mahal has 
glass and porcelain figures while Krishna Vilas 
has a remarkable collection of miniatures. Bhim 
Vilas has a boldly striped floor and scenes from 
the Radha - Krishna stories are painted on the 
walls. In the Bari Mahal, there is a fine central 
garden. More paintings can be seen in the 
Zanana Mahal. The Moti Mahal has beautiful 
mirror work and the Chini Mahal is covered in 
ornamental tiles. The museum has the armour 
of Maharana Pratap and the drums and bugles 
of the ruler of Mewar, Rana Sanga. 


Enter the City Palace through the Ganesh Deori 
which leads to the Raj Angan or Royal 
Courtyard.

GOVERNMENT MUSEUM 


The Government Museum of Udaipur was 
originally located in Gulab Bagh and was called 
the Victoria Hall Museum. It has now been 
shifted to Karan Vilas Mahal within the precincts 
of the City Palace. 


This museum highlights the culture and heritage 
of Rajasthan through its extensive collection of 
excavated items, inscriptions, sculptures, 
paintings and handicrafts. 


The inscriptions exhibited at the museum range 
from those of 2nd century B.C. to 17th century 
A.D. The antiquities of the plastic art of Mewar 
add to the attraction. The sculpture gallery, 
spread over a big hall, contain some unique 
and valuable specimens - Indriya Matrika from 
Jagat (5th - 6th century A.D.); Kumari Matrika 


from Kumbhalgarh; Shiva head from Kalyanpur; 
Jain Kuber from Bansi (8th century A.D.). 
Inscriptions exhibited at the museum date back 
to as early as 200 B.C. The most remarkable 
collection is that of more than nine thousand 
miniature paintings of Mewar school from the 
period of Maharana Jagat Singh (1628 - 1652 
A.D.) to Maharana Swaroop Singh (1842 - 1861 
A.D.). It has a Natural History section called 
the Children Gallery which has models of 
animals like tiger, deer etc. The museum also 
has a collection of colourful Mewari turbans.
